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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant claims an abuse of discretion on the part 
of the Office with regard to the finality of the last Office Action. Therefore, Applicant petition for withdrawal of the improper Final Rejection. 
Apparently, Applicant is confused as to why the amendment necessitated the new ground of rejection. The original claims recited 
Parkinson's disease as a disorder to be treated. A rejection was made using the Shapiro reference. In the amendment, Applicant has 
incorporated dependent claims reciting the disorders to be treated into the independent claim, however has cleverly omitted specific 
disorders that were taught by the Shapiro reference, namely Parkinson's disease. Therefore, the previous rejection was moot since the 
claims do not recite Parkinson's disease. As a result, a new rejection was formulated based on the new claim amendments. 

Applicant argues that Shapiro does not teach treatment of Pick's disease since the disclosed carbonyl trapping agents may be used in 
combination with agents previously recognized as having value in treatign specific neurological diseases. Therefore, there is no disclosure 
in Shapiro related to treatment of Pick's disease with NMDA receptor antagonists. Applicant also argue that the mechanism of action is 
different since the instant claims are related to inhibition of abnormal hyperphosphorylation of microtubule protein tau and Shapiro teaches 
NMDA receptor antagonists. 

This is not persuasive because Shapiro clearly teach that Pick's disease is a neurodegenerative disease with evidence of chemical 
crosslinking of neurofilaments, which is precisely the scope of diseases that are targeted for treatment (see abstract and col. 9, lines 37- 
52). Moreover, the mechanism of action is given little patentable weight since the patient population, active agent, and dosage are taught 
by the prior art. In this manner, the mechanism of action is inherent. 
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
